A year 
and a half ago a spur of six 
biocks was removed on Sixth ave- 
nue above Fifty-third street. With- 
in two months the value of the 
holdings in that neighborhood, 
particularly on Sixth avenue prop- 
er, had jumped 500 per cent. A 


rent for $1000 was re-leased 
promptly at $15.000. The value of 
the assessable property along Sixth 
avenue south of Fifty-third street 
is estimated roughly at $260,000,- 
000. From the experience of that 
sector north of Fifty-third street, 
which had been clanky and dour 
and gloomy with an “L” for forty- 
eight years, you can see that when 
the “LL” all long Sixth venue is 
removed the figure of $260,000,000, 
to put it conservatively, will be 
doubled. The property holders 
have already consented to a 10 
per cent tax to expedite the re- 
moval of the elevated structures.

In the letter, which is shared 
with the public, though addressed 
to the Senators and Representa- 
tives, the Governor declares that 
alli delay that has been known may 
be charged to California alone, 
“which still is delaying meeting 
with our representatives,” with 
addition: “1 again repeat that the 
State of Arizona has endeavored 
to carry out the provisions of that 
Act of Congress which authorized 
the negotiation of a compact to 
apportion the waters of the Colo- 
rado River ‘among the States’ and 
that any delay in carrying out the 
provisions of this act can be at- 
tributed to one State only. .. . 
The present attempt of some of 
the members of the Cabinet and 
representatives of California to 
force through Congress a measure 
designed for the benefit of that 
State, and to the detriment of the 
State of and which will 
contribute materially to the benefit 
of California owners of land in a 
foreign nation, is something that 
I do not believe the Congress of 
the United States will force upon 
a State that was admitted to the 
Union, presumably, upon an equal 
footing with all the other States.”

Ex-French Minister Admits

Mysterious Mati Hari 


Another Official Accused of

(BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS) 

PARIS, April 20.-A mystery in- 
volving Mata Hari, woman spy, has 
just been solved. The mystery was 
the identity of the War Minister, 
his name beginning with “M" and 
ending with “Y," who wrote ga)- 
lant episties to the mystic dan- 
seuss, executed in October, 1617, 
for espionage. 

For years the enemies of Louls 
Maivy, once Minister of the Inter- 
for, had tmplicated him, but now 
A@olphe Mesasimy, former Minister 
of War, admits that, Intrigued by 
the beautiful dancer-epy, he wrote 
the letters which she cherished un- 
til they were seized at her arrest. 

It was believed by some that the 
Benate, which convicted Malvy of 
having communication with the 
enemy and exiled him to Spain, 
knew the authorship of the letters, 
but other persons Geclared that 
they 4id not figure in his convic- 
tion. 

Messimy'’s admission is contained 
in a letter to Mme. Severing, a So- 
clalist writer, who in some way 


had learned that he was the au- 
thor of the notes to Mata Hari. 


LETTER GIVEN 

The letter says: 

“You ask me to bear witness to 
clear up an enigma and soften «4 
sadness. You think this testimony 
may contribute to lessen the hate- 
ful vehemence of adversaries at- 
tacking my friend and old col- 
league, M. ,

Mata Hari was declared by some 
persons to be Dutch. Others claim 
she was Javanese. She was con- 
victeq of conveying to the Ger- 
mans the secret of the construc- 
tion of entente tanks and died bde- 
fore a firing squad on the parade 
grounds at Vincennes. 

During a recent debate fn the 
Senate on the financia! bill, M. Mal- 
vy was constigated by his oppo- 
nents, presumably in connection 
With the Mata Hari case. During 
a bitter retort he fainted on the 
rostrum. Later he retired as 
Minister of the Interior in the Cab- 
inet of M. Briand in order to fight 
his enemies. For a time during 
the war Malvy was Minister of the 
Interior and Messimy was Minis- 
ter of War. 

Gen. Messimy in his letter says 
he does not remember the exact 
terms of the letters he sent to 
Mata Hari. 

“I mever had foresight enough 
to make copies of that sort when 
it came upon me to send them,” 
the general declared. “But cer- 
tainly those letters were most gal- 
lant, because in writ! them I 
reproached myself for ng too 
docile before the counsels of pru- 
Gence to re-enact stupidly. the 
story of Mme.

GARY’S STAND HELD SOUND 


Decision of Steel Corporation Against Increase of 


Dividend Regarded as Wise Policy

NEW YORK, April 20.—When Judge Elbert H. Gary arose to ad- 
dress his stockholders assembled in annua) session at Hoboken yes- 
terday and told them that the time had not come for the United States 
Steel Corporation to pay out larger dividends, he said nothing that 
need give surprise. The surprise would have come had he done other- 


wise. 

For the most part the action of 
the management is heartily ap- 
proved by commentators, but some 
critics hold that failure of the 
steel corporation to raise Ns rate 
of dividend payments refiects a 
fear on the part of the manace- 
ment that a period of depression 
lies ahead. Nothing could be fur- 
ther from the truth. A eursory 
review of Judge Gary's conserva- 
tism over the quarter century that 
he has been active head of the 
corporation and his great success 
should present reason enough for 
cautiousness at this time. 

Judge Gary will be 80 years of 
age in October, but tn his plans 
for the steel corporation he ati)! 
is more interested in the future 
than the present. His courage in 
holding to that policy from the be- 
ginning has enriched his stock- 
holders and benefited the public 
for the reason that funds showed 
back into a ~property always 
strengthen a growing organiza- 
tion whereas funds paid out too 
freely check growth.

It is the plein duty of the 
government to enforce this law and when 
a& governMent Official sets the example of 
lawlessness the only just course to pufsueé 
is to give to him the same punishment 
that would be meted out to the humblest 
resident of the country. 

Brig.-.Gen. Butler has been condemned by 
many for breach of the laws of hospitality

“A clear conécience,” this authority 
holds, “is as mighty a Weapon of defense 
for a business énterprise as it is for an 
individual. Honesty is the keystone of 
character. Without it 4 man may have 
brilliant parts, but fail Of success because 
other men dGistrust him. The least mis 
représentation is rémembéred. The over- 
statement of a single fact may result in 
the lifeloig discredit of the man respon- 
sible.” More than ever, it is seen by Mr. 
Gafy’s afticle, the rule holds that a man’s 
word should be as good as his bond. Oc 
casionally, hé says, & man believed 
to be dishonest or inclined to sharp 
practican may seem to be successful in 
these times, with their new staftidard of 
ethics, but almost invariably appearances 
are deceptive. It is likely to be found that 
his success is much less real than it seems, 
or upon a lesser scale than if he were hon- 
est. 

Mr. Gary makes it clear that a man can- 
not choose what laws he is to observe and 
what ones he may flout. “In many cases,” 
he says, “the man who partakes of a little 
alcoholic stimulant believes the prohibition 
statutes to be too strict and proceeds to 
disregard them.

That Theater Tax ~~ 

LOS ANGELES, April 4--fT¢ 
the Editor of The Times:] A 
month or so ago Congress enacted 
a new revenue act. Among oth 
ers we find a provision containing 
a reduction in the admission takes 
heretofore imposed. Under this 
new provision all admissions of 76 
cents and under are exempt from 
tax. Prior to March 28 (enact 
ment date of this provision) the 
exempted admissions were limited 
to 50 cents and under. This new 
provision of increasing the exemp- 
tion from 50 to 75 cents was ex- 
pected by Congress to reduce the 
Federal taxes by many millions of 
dollars. 
But the joker in the situation is 
that the bulk of this saving is co 
ing directly into the coffers of the 
motion-picture exhibitors. One 
would expect that after March 2& 
all ticketse heretofore sold for 65 
cents (being 59 cents established 
price plus 6 cents tax) would be 
proportionately reduced to, say, at 
least 60 cents. But—no such cot- 
dition exists! The theaters com- 
plaisantly exact the same charge 
of 65 cents, disregarding entirely 
—perhaps with a smirk—the fact 
that the tax is now entirely elim 
inated from such admissions.

Mrs. 8. has heard that the great- 
est little bet on a flesh-reducing 
food consists of cutting up a grape- 
fruit, rind and all, and pouring 
over this two cupfuls of boiling wa- 
ter; let stand all night and next 
morning drain off and drink for 
breakfast. She wants to know if 
this is true. She also wants to 


know how many calories there are 
in a heaping tablespoonful of 
honey and an alligator pear. 
There is no ground for thinking 
that any food is a weight reducer, 
Mrs. 8 The pulp of a good-sized 
grapefruit averages 200 calories, 
and pouring bolling water over it 
doesn't change ite food valve a sin- 
gie calorie (except, perhaps, to 
extract « little oil from the rind 
and add a few!) Those who reduce 
on this regime probably have been 
in the habit of taking very much 
more for breakfast, and then tak- 
ing solely the fruit juice and water 
Was only a means of cutting down 
their calories materially. 
Honey registers 100 calories to 
the ounce (one rounding table 
spoonful.) It's a good energy food, 
much preferable to refined sugar. 
Alligator pears are 20 per cent 
fat. so they register very high in 
calories as compared to other fruits 
~—a@about fifty calories te the ounce 
of the edible part. (An ounce 
would be approximately tWo tabie- 
spoonfuls.) The only time I ever 
got enough of these alligator pears 
was at a dinner given by the alliga- 
tor pear growers around Lose An- 
gties. It was served in soup, as 4 
salad, and in ice cream (delicious.) 
And througheut the meal more 
kept acomin’' on. I ate about a 
million calories. One awfully fat 
woman fainted during the meal. 
She evidently got more'n I did (if 
poasible.)

BRITAIN HOLDS U. S. 
FILMS ARE “MENACE” 


(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH! 

LONDON, April 20.—The Fed- 
eration of British Industries wants 
the question of the growing domi- 


nance of American motion pictures 
put on the agenda of the Imperial 
conference which meets here next 
October. 

The federation has sent a let- 
ter ta this effect to Sir Philip 
Cunliffe-Lister, president of the 
Board of Trade, arguing that the 
subject deserves consideration by 
the Imperial conference because 
the increasing popularity of the 
American films has had a detri- 
mental effect on British prestige 
and “seriously prejudiced” the in- 
terests of the empire, especiaily 
those ofthe dominions where there 
is a large colored population. 
The federation § statistics show 
that in Britain's dominions and 
overseas colonies fully 90 per cent 
of the pictures exhibited are 
American, while only about 6 per 
cent are British.

Pouring of the first concrete 
was begun yesterday in the con- 
struction of the test arch dam 
belag bullt on Stevenson Creck near 
Fresno, according to word received 


by H. W. Dennis, construction en- 
neer for the Southern California 


is being constructed 
under the auspices of the Engineer- 
ing Foundation for the purpose of 
determining by actual test, 
up to the breaking point if neces- 
sary, whether economic savings 
can be effected without jeopardiz- 
ing property or life in the con- 
struction of arch dams as prac- 
ticed today. The test is one of the 
moet important and significant ever 
conducted in the field of enginecr- 
ing. It is sponsored by the 8So- 
cieties of Civil, Mining, Mechani- 
cai and Electrical Engineers. 

When completed the dam will 
be sixty feet high, 140 feet across 
the top, seven feet, six inches thick 
at the bottom and two feet thick 
Tt will be filled with 
water to varying levels and tests 
If it does not break 
when filled to the top, 
may be increased to 100 feet and 
the teste continued. There will be
